Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: With regards to the combination of Roberts and Gulberg the 
Examiner indicated that the inclusion of alumina into Roberts is to achieve the desirable viscosity taught by Gulberg in 
a similar composition. The Examiner is not bodily incorporating the composition of Gulberg (with higher FeO content) 
into Roberts as argued by Applicants. Therefore, Gulberg will not teach away from the composition of Roberts. 
Applicants pointed that even thought Roberts teaches that the length of the fibers can vary, their examples teaches 
lengths that are significantly higher than those claimed in Applicant's invention. The Examiner indicated counsel to 
submit such argument in writing and that it will be considered during Examination. No agreement was made as to the 
patentability of the claims.. 
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
